The Vogel Meat & Packing Co, Ltd., 
have recently completed a large addi- 
tion to ‘heir establishment cn Mill 
Creek, which has more than donbled 
their capacity for handling hogs. 
There still remains a dea! of fixing be- 
fore everything will be arranged as 
planned. However when the improve- 
ments are all made they will have an 
up-to-date pork curing establishment 
that will be a credit ta the district. 


The old building was 20x40 feet 2 
storey. This has been doubled by in- 
creasing the width io 40 fect, To the 
south of this a new solid brick byild- 
ing, 21-2 storeys high and 40x50 feet 
has been built, making a total length 
ei 9 fest of main building. Another 2 
storey brick addition of /24 feet tp the 
s0uth of this provides‘a ‘boler and en- 
gine room 24x24 feet, a Ailing room 
and space upstairs for drying or refin- 
ine rooms,

In the engins rota is a 24 horse pprw- | 


er boiler, a 16 horse power engine, 1 
50 light dynamo and‘a never failing 
well. Phe firm supply their own elec- 
tric lights which give the best of satis- 
faction. The main driving shaft runs 
through the cuiiing room and drives 
the sausage and other machines. A 
grain chopper wil! shortly be instailed 
and all grain copped before boing fed 
to the hogs,. 


The killing room is equipped with all 
convenicuces, A gungway Jeads up 
from the yard where the hogs are kept. 
The hogs are crivenupthis mtoa box- 
ed platform and killed. A pulley conan 
overhead truck then draws the ear- 
case to the scalding vats, thence to the 
scraping table where tbe bristles are 
removed, thence under water pipes to 
be washed when it is run along, totthe 
dressing and cutling rocms.

Lard is pack- 
ed here into 3, 6, aad 2V Ib paiis. ‘Dhe 
old part of the building wath its addi- 
tioa is used for (pckling and salting 
pork and contains 2 rooms dgwastairs 
and 2 upstairs, each 20x40 feet. As the 
pork is cut wp it is taken into ihese 
reoms to be cured. An elevator will 
be installed that wil heast all goods 
to the second and third flat. The up- 
stzirs of the brick building is used as 
a lard reom, and the thira siorey for 
storing pais, cic 


In addition to the oid smoke bemse a 
ew brick smoke house joining the 
min building has been built. As the 
C. N. R. passes quite clase a spur bas 
been obtained and cars are run unciose 
to, the building ‘which is a great con- 
venience in shipping. Mill Creek, run- 
ning through the yards provides a, nev- 
er failing supply of water. Wood and 
co.l are convenient and the firm 1s now 
in a position ta do a big business: A 
force of from 6p 8 mez are kept. A 
gang of 6 men wiil kill and dress 200 
hosrs as a fairiday’s work. At present 
kil'ing only takes place three tumes a 
week because there are not hogs 
enough obtainable. Hogs are unloaded 
from the Tarmer’s wagon into scales 
and weighed, then driven into any. yard

S. Emerson arrived from Chipewyan 
on Wednesday by way of Lac; fa Biche, 
He left Chipewyan on Novy, 20th and 
was fourteen days in reaching Lac la 
Biche by dog train. ery i: 

The weather in the north was excep- 
tionally mid His star{; was delayed by 
mild weather, and .tnere was rain on 
several of the days of his trip to Mac 
la Biche. The fall closed in late. The 
lake froze about Nov. ist. Wavies 
were killed »i Chipewyan on October 
29th, which is unusually fate. There 
was one cold snap at the freeze-up and 
then the weather turned mild again. 
The catch of foxes ané mink was good 
and that of marien fairly good. Furs 
generally secm to be plentiful. There 
were many deaths last fall among the 
Indians from a disease similar to 
measels combined with mumps. There 
were also some deaths amongst the 
hai*-breeds, but no white people died. 
The disease had abated at Chipewyan 
before “ir. Emerson left, but it was 
expecied that it would spread to Fond 
du lac to which point the IndJans from 
the Barren Grounds come. 


W. viordon, trader, at Fort McMur- 
ray had reached that place with his 
scows, but hid been compelled to lighi- 
en them on the way down/and part ef 
his goods were cached at Grand Rapids 
and other points. Chas.. Smith, who 
was bound for Chipewyan, had arrived 
but his goods were also cached at 
points along the river, They were be- 
ing broughi down to Chipewyan by dog 
train. Colin Fraser had sent a trader 
ant boat load of goods to. Mond du flac 
on Great Sjave lake, but a report) had 
come back that the season was’ too 
late and that he woulda winter at Reso- 
lution .

For the month of September there 
were 4830, cars, and for October 9,636 
ears, or a total for the first three 
months of the crop year to the end 
of November, of 23,185 cars, Of this 
tojal 22,367 cars were wheat, the bal- 
ance being divided amongst. oats, bar- 
ley and flaxseed.

As the insp2ction figures. represent 
practically the eniire shipment of 
wheat (exclusive of flour from inter‘or 
mills) it will be interesiing to compare 
the movement with former years. In 
September af 1901 there. were 4,793 
cars of wheat, in October 7,625 cars 
and in November 9,734 cars, on a total 
for the first three months of the last 
crop year of 22,153 cars, or abut 18,- 
500.000 bushels of wheat. From these 
figures it will be seen thaii the wheat 
movement to the end of November is
